HALO OF HEVELIUS 'S RARE 


SI. Lonln Axlrononter Tnlkn of I'n- 


niinnl I'hpiioinenon. 


"The Brent halo of tlcvellus observed 


recently nt Cleveland, O.," said tlio 
Rev. SI. S. Hrennnn. lecturer on nstrmi- 
omy nt St. Louis university, to a re- 
porter of the St. Louis Itepubllc. the 
other day, "Is u pheiiniiioiiim rcnmrka- 
ble only for Its rarity. I» Is produced 
by the same condition that gives us 
rainbows, parhelia, pnrnculcnic. sun 
dogs and n number of other halos about 
the HUH and inndn. 


"All these nre caused by light both 


rcllected and refracted by veslculoiis 
clouds —that Is. clouds which carry 
small particles of water. In these the 
light Is separated ns In n prism, the 
while rays of the sun or moon coming 
forth In bars showing all the colors of 
the spectrum. That Is refraction. If 
this Is then reflected upon the earth. It 
Is visible to us. \Ve then see the vari- 
ous phenomena I have mentioned. 


"The common sun ring, or halo, Is at 


a dlsianco of 1!2 degrees. There Is an- 
other, less common, nt n distance of 40 
degrees. The, third, very rare Indeed, 
at u distance of 1)0 degrees. Is that llrst 
Rccuri'tely described byllevellns nbout 
the time of Galilei, though observed 
previously. Thin has been seen since 
Its description only seven times until 
the recent observation of the Ilev. Fred- 
eric): Odenbach of St. Ignatius' college 
In Cleveland. 


"Though this observation has Dot yet 


been reported ofllclally. I have no doubt 
It was substantially correct as related 
In the press dispatches. The atmospher- 
ic conditions over the country are now 
In n suite calculated to exhibit such 
phenomena. This great halo may not 
be seen ngnln In hundreds of years, or 
It might possibly appear every day for 
a week." 


MOVING SIDEWALK URGED. 


Novel Un.'rricroHiM Sratem 


ed 'to Relieve Pnrl« Htrrc<»., 


A novel plan to relievo the congested 


condition of Paris streets has Just been 
submitted at a 'meeting of prominent 
engineers which was held to discuss 
further Improvements in public trans- 
nnrtntlon. M. Cassalonga.n well taiown 
civil "iiglneer. suggested that an under- 
ground moving sidewalk similar to that 
it the Paris exposition of 1000, but 
much larger, be constructed. Accord- 
Ing to his plan, .there would be four 
platforms, each moving lit a different 
rate of speed from the others, the fast- 
est going at the rate of thirteen miles 
an hour. 


M. Cassalonga convinced bis hearers 


that such n scheme would be cheaper 
than nn electric underground railway 
and that It would multiply greatly th'j 
accommodation of the public. He snld 
to the Paris correspondent of the Chi- 
cago Dally News: 


"Part of the platform might be given 


up to the use of heavy teams, the city 
thus gaining both from an n-sthetlc 
and a pecuniary point of view, since 
the paving department would save 
hundreds of thousands of francs annu- 
ally by the reduction of wear on the 
•trect surfaces. I nm sure also that the 
public would prefer the rolling aide- 
walk to stuffy cars, not to mention the 
elimination of danger from collision," 


Plans and estimates of the curious 


undertaking were submitted recently 
to the traction committee of the mu- 
nicipal council, members of which re- 
ported that they were vastly attracted 
by the Idea, provided electric power for 
It would not prove too costly.

The Boers have lived up to 'their con 


tract pretty well, but It seems .to take 
more In the way of horror to stagger 
humanity than It did before the Inter- 
vention In Cuba. However, In view of 
tbe continuous destruction of British 
outp98ts and garrisons after Lord Holt

From the same source comes the state< 
ment of the situation at the close of the 
second year of the war. 
The British 


hold 42.000 Boers ns prisoners of war, 
11,000 burghers have been killed or 


• have left the country, and there art 


vow 10.000 In arms under Botha, Dc< 
Jary ami De Wet. This accounts for 
the total male population available- for 
soldier* when the war began. 


But If neither the lives nor tho wel 


fare of the British and Boer soldiery 
•Is of sufficient value to lead the out 
.'aide world to Interfere perhaps the cru 
i.elly to animals Involved In the further 


•prosecution of tl"> war will arouse the 
'necessary Indignation. 
Kitchener Is j * ••' 


continually calling for horses! ns well ' 
as men. The warfare has long been 
'and will long continue to be a lighting 
chase. When It comes to fighting on 
horseback, the loss of horses Is as se- 
vere as In artillery lighting. The crack 
shots of both sides make It a point to 


. cut down the opponent's horses nnd so 


cripnle the fighting value of the riders. 
In battles with Indians on the western 
plains the horses of the regular sol- 
diery arc the first to go down before 
tbe savage marksmen. When Indians 


' eurprlse n white qainp. they always 


dash for the corrals and stampede the 
horses If they can. but If unable to get 
near tbe ropes they shoot down the, 
horses at long range. 
• In the Custcr massacre the blood- 
thirsty Sioux passed by the ranks of 
tbe soldiers, who had dismounted to re- 
sist the onslaught, rushed to the cov- 
ers where the horses were nnd quickly 
dispatched them, so that their Intend- 
ed victims could not possibly regain 
the saddle and escape. Again nt times 
when small bands have been cut off 
by Indians In the open It has been nec- 
essary for the men to slaughter their 
own steeds to make breastworks for 
the shelter of their bodies while resist- 
ing tbe savages. 


The proportion of loss among men 


and horses In .regular battles Is quite 
close, and In most artillery engage- 
ments as well as'In close battles be- 
tween cavalry n horse goes down to 
every man who-Is killed or wounded. 
At Bnlaklavo the Light brigade car- 
ried In COO riders, and. while the loss 
In men was 283. there were 300 horses 
shot down by tbe Husslan guns. At 
iVIouvlIe. during the Franco-Prussian 
;war. the German cavalry corps lost 
3.400 men nnd l.COO horses killed nnd 
•wounded. On tlir same day 730 sol 
dlers and 1.000 horses fell around the 
German guns. The loss among nrtll 
lerlstn nt Grnvelotte was less than 
1,000. but the battery horses suffered 
a loss of 1,300 under fire. 


In the war on tho Spanish peninsular 


the British mounted troops engaged 
In skirmishes like those'now so com- 
mon In S:iuth Africa. For ever* man 
killed or wounded a horse fell, and 
sometimes when fighting at close quar- 
ters the losses of men and horses were 
equal. At Waterloo the British lost 
heavily In horses. In the cavalry near- 
ly twice as many horses as men were 
killed, but nearly, twice as many men 
as horses were wounded. .Again, tbe 
horses "missing" were twice us many 
as tbe men 
In the British artillery 


corps at Waterloo there were six times 
as many horses as men killed, but only 


lialf as many horses as men wounded. 
During the era of spears and short 
swords the loss of horses In battle wao 
lialf again us great as the loss of men, 
hut with the coining of long range tire- 
arms the proportion dropped to 120 
horses to 100 men In the cavalry and 
In the artillery W> horses to 100 men. 
The perfection of long range tlrenriiis, 
however, ami the greater use «f eav- 
alcy In buttle sent the proportion of 
mounted troops up to 140 horses to 100 
men, while the proportion for artillery 
remained as before— I'Jil horse* to 100 
men. 
The average for the nineteenth 


century was 112 horses to 100 men In 
casualties under lire. 


But the losses under fire lu war am 


small In comparison with those from 
other causep. and this Is peculiarly true 
of South Africa. There have been iiu 
battles there of any account for over 
a year, but the loss of horses has been 
enormous. A recent contract for \vest- 
cm stock called for 25.000. Want of 
proper food, excessive fatigue and the 
diseases which follow In the wake of 
starvation destroy both battle chargers 
and draft horses. In the campaign of 
I'levna the Husshin lost 22,000 horses 
from hard work. That was 3.1 per cent 
of the number which went Into the 
campaign fresh nnd sound. 


The dllllcnlty of supplying horse food 


In any campaign Is very great, but In 
South Afrlcn It Is especially severe. 
Then, too, horses need rest, nnd this 
the Boers do not glv*> to the British 
troopers. The horse has hut little re- 
serve of fat to draiv upon and nothing 
to cheer his spirits. Men will some- 
times fight without bread, but the horse 
cannot work without oats. Half of tln» 
horses the British took to the Crlmeii 
never returned, and the losses were 
traced principally to starvation and 
exhaustion. In that campaign only 500 
artillery horses were killed under lire, 
but 2,000 succumbed to want nnd dis- 
ease. They fed on each other's tails 
nnd even nte the bottoms out of carts 
mid the spokes from the wheels. 


In a long retreat horses suffer more 


than men. 
If there Is fond to give,

Winchester was a marvel In strength 
and endurance. lie carried his master 
:hrough twenty battles and was as ninny 
times wounded. A charger In the First 
Maine cavalry nt Brandy Station was 
wounded through the body under the 
girths nnd carried his rider two hours 
before 
he succumbed. An 
officer's 


horse was mortally wounded nt Wei- 
don Road, near Petersburg, by the same 
bullet' that punctured his rider's knee, 
lie carried his wounded master out of 
the light and soon afterward dropped 
dead. 


The sufferings- of the wounded war 


horse are without alleviation except as 
a kindly hand or death puts them out 
of misery. It seems like n misdealing 
of Justice that the horse, a mere pas- 
sive agent In Inflicting pain In battle, 
should himself endure more of It. ns Is 
almost always the case, than active 
fighters. 
A bold target, he shields 


from fire the man on his back, but he 
has no power of self defense. The sad- 
dle horse may save himself by running 
away,-but for the battery horse there 
Is no alternative. He Is chained to a 
relentless doom. The enemy will shoot 
him for the harm lie nmy do. not for 
the harm he is doing at the moment.

IN THE WORLD 


INDIAN WOMAN DIES AT AGE OF 


1 28 YEARS. 


Nuc-se-ga Had Lived More 
Than a 


Century and a Quarter — Most Sol- 
emn Rites in Indian Ceremonial 
Enacted Over Grave of the Ven- 
erable Woman. 


Nuc-se-ga, the oldest Indian squaw 


In the stnte of Wisconsin, perhaps the 
oldest In the world, died at the camp 
of Stand Straight on Barren's 'Island 
late Friday niglit. 
She was 128 


years old. 
Nuc-se-ga, whose parch- 


inent-llke face .was never seen 
be- 


jond the boundaries of the smoky 
camp, has lived In a tepeo on Uar- 
ron's Island since last fall. 


Perhaps no more solemn ceremony, 


no more Impressive ritual, was ever 
performed than that which accompan- 
ied the obsequies of Nuc-se-ga, 
for 


more than all else Indians venerate 
old age. 
When news of the death 


i.prcad among the campers, a solemn 
iiush fell over the party. The mighty 
bucks gathered In groups and held 
•whispered conversations, the dutiful 
tquaws repaired to their wigwams 
nnd sat In solemn silence, never brok- 
en by more than a casual grunt The 
solemnity of death was on the camp 
of Stand Straight. 


So it was for an hour. 
Then there 


•was something doing. 
The whole 


camp sprung 
Into activity. 
The 


mighty braves hustled about, bedaub- 
ing their faces with paint and lamp- 
Mack. The squaws dragged out their 
flashy" finery. Everything of orna- 
mentation about the camp was 
In 


evidence. 
It was a brilliant • dress 


parade. 
All was ready for the sol- 
emn ceremonial. 


AH of Friday night the wako was 


at Its height. 
No eye was closed In 
the camp of Stand Straight. 
No tear 


•was shed, for the Indian does 
not 


weep, but in the language of the red 
man, all homage was paid the depart- 
ed centenarian. 


Saturday 
morning 
dawned and 


with it a mighty activity In the little 
camp, for Nuc-se-ga was to be bur- 
led before the sun attained the zenith. 
They Hocked around the body as It 
liy in state, painted warriors with 
their lofty mien, abject squaws 
In 


gaudy blankets, boys and girls peep- 
ing in fear and trepidation through 
the ring of their elders at the corpse 
within. 
Gently the silent form of 


Nuc-soga was raised and borne away 
to the south. 
A few rods from the 


camp, at the center of a grove 
-of 


lowering elms, a shallow grave await- 
ed the remains of the oldest an.l most 
honored among them, for the Indian 
grave never 
exceeds two feet 
in 


depth. Silently the lifeless form was 
lowered to its final resting place. No 
''dust to dust, ashes to ashes" 
was 


said. . This is not the bill of lading 
of the great Manlteau. But a through 
ticket to the happy hunting grounds, 
'.n the form of tho most soldmcn Indl 
nn ceremonial, was provided. Wildly 
tho savage bucks smote their breasts, 
circling about the grave. Wlerd cries 
nwoke the startled 
silence in the 


park. 
Humbling themselves, mutil- 


ating their bodies, telling with savage 
penanco their sorrow at the loss of 
the departed, the redmen kept the 
dizzy pace. 
Then the damp earth 


fell on the motionless form, beside 
which lav tho Implement and finery 
end trinkets of Nuc-se-ga. 
The rites 
were over. 


Nuc-se-ga is the mother of John 


Sherman and Red Snake, two of the 
best known bucks In the Black river 
Jection of the Wlnnebago tribe. 
She 


has been the oldest member of the 
ramp since the memory of the oldest 
warrior. 
What her parentage was 


fir where she was born, the Indians 
do not know, but her son believes she 
was a native of Nebraska. After the 
burial. White/Eagle, wrapped in 
a 


f.cry red blanket, his painted 
face 


resembling a crazy quilt, crossed the 
river on tho Ice to Inform Dr. George 
I? Powell of the sad event. But the 
ceremonies were over and La Crcsso 
people lost an opportunity to see' as 
Mlerd and fascinating an exemplifi- 
cation of Indian ritual as was ever 
enacted - In the god old days of 
Black Hawk.— La Crosse Chronicle.
